COUNCIL TO SEND PROTEST

PARIS, Aug. 30—Tne Inter-Allied 


Council of Ambassadors today decid- 
ed to send a telegram to the Greek 
government on behalf of the French 
English 
and 
Italian governments 


jointly protesting "with the energy 
that the gravity of the circumstances 
warrant against the outrage of which 
the Italian mission of the commis- 
sion for delimitations of the Albanian 
frontier has been the victims " 


The telegram further invites the 


Greek government to institute an im- 
mediate investigation into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding trie massacre. 
It is expected in some quarters that 
the action of the ambassador's coun- 
cil may oe followed by some move in 
the council qf the League of Xations 
now in session at Geneva, as both 
Greece and Italy are members of the 
League 
The drastic character of the 


Italian ultimatum caused considerable 
comment in diplomatic circles today 
and the hope was expressed that Italj 
would be satisfied to suspend her de- 
mand for satisfaction until an en- 
quiry could be made.

poses with intention of ending his life 
because he was "in trouble and could 
not stand it an ylonger." 


Williams was rushed to the hospital 


Where antidotes were administered in 
efforts to save the man's life. 
All 


danger was removed and it was in- 
tended to take Williams back to the 
Jail Tuesday late. 
Howc\-er. this 


was not done. 


On Tuesday, two unidentified men. 


Who said they were friends of Wil- 
liams from North Carolina approach- 
ed the authorities and asked for per- 
mission to visit the man in his room 
at the hospiJaJ. Their courtesy and 


frankness left no suspicion ivith the 
officers and their request was com- 
plied with 
On Tuesday night the two strang- 


ers went to the aospital and visited 
Williams in his room for quite a 
while 
What occurred 
inside 
the 


room is not known but it is knoxvn 
that Williams has escaped and noth- 
ing of his whereabouts have 
been 


learned. 
He was discovered missing 


by attendants of the hospital who 
had occasion to visit the room late 
in the night. This was between one 
and two o'clock. 
Whether 
Yv'illiams' "suicidal 
at- 


tempt" was really a fact or a mere 
ruse of Williams to ge£ out of jjil 
and then make his escape, cannot oe 
said, but local officers do not belie\e 
that the prisoner made an> actual 
auempt on his life. Thej express the 
behef tnat the whole thing was a 
clever scheme on the part of Williams 
to escape jail.

Va., Aug 30.—R. O. Garrett on the 
witness stand wi his own defense this 
morning, told of the various business 
enterprises he had embarked in and 
of the positions of (rust he had held 
in Cumberland county, culminating 
with that of clerk of the court. He 
said he and his brother, Larkifi, went 
to the home of Rev E S. Pierce to 
endeavor to learn from him something 
about the Chandler shooting, as they 
were Interested in clearing it up. Gar- 
rett said he did not anticipate trou- 
ble, 
but carried his pistol as It was 


the usual thing to do. 


He described the fight between 


Larkin and the minister and said, "I 
•svas turning to my right to the gate 
\vhen I heard a shot and felt -he bul- 
let h't me 
I whirled and firei im- 


mediately as fast as I could—mine 
was the second shot 
I did not know 


Larkin -was shooting." 


He said he fired about five times 
"I fired as long as I saw the pistol in 
his (Pierce's) hand and I thought I 
was in danger 
There is no truth in 


the statement that I walked up and 
fired into the body " 


Counsel for the defense sought to 


get before the jury how Garrett felt 
after he was shot, but the court ruled 
out the questions 


On cross examination conducted by 


R E Byrd, Robert O. Garrett ad- 
mitted he waited twelve -3 ays after 
the Chandler shooting to buy weapons 
superior to his old ones. Asked, "you 
are a habitual toter of guns'" Mr. 
Garrett answered "yes for the past 
ten years " 


Mr. Garrett said he could not re- 


member .what wai. said_ at the con- 
ference with his brother the morn- 
ing of the shooting but that it -was 
in his mind that the preacher had 
said somethUng improper regarding-

Garrett gave his 


age as 42. said he was born and rear- 
ed in King William county and that 
he came here with a Mr. Saundcrson 
as a deputy clerk on January 21. 1906. 
"Mr. Sanderson resigned as clerk in 
1917" he testified, "and I took 
his 


place—was appointed. I "was re-elect- 
ed m 1909. 
"Have you been active in politics," 


he was aeked. 
"I have." 
"Have you made enemies here? An 


objection was ustamed. but the wlt- 
ncs had already said "yes." 


Garrett then told of the farmers' 


meeting: in Cumberland May 3 -which 
preceded the shooting from ambush 
of A. M. Chandler. Garrett told of 
going: to Richmond to Interrogate a 
negro who had been arrested on sus- 
picion.

Larkin's pistol had 


dropped from his pocket and," the 
witnes ssaid, "he picked it up." 


"Were you at the gate when Pierce 


came out," Smith asked 


"Nearly at the gate," said Garrett 
"Where was Mr Pierce when you 


saw him after he came from the 
house?" 


"He was on the ground'" 
"Did you se him with the gun'1 
"Yes, I pulled my pistol out of my 


holster and said 'dont you shoc't me, 
I am not going to shoot you.' Then 
I kept him covered tvith the pistol." 


"Where did you met Mr. Pierce?" 
"Just about midway between the 


gate and porch. I took the grun from 
him and started from the gate " 


"Did you know he had a pistol?"

named are needed to keep the mines 
from flooding and caving in during 
idle periods.

By the terms af the agreement men 


in the maintenance service now work- 
ing 12 hours a day will receive a 
wage adjustment of 23 cents a. day 
less for working 8 hours than they 
now receive for working 12 hours and 
will be paid overtime If they exceed 
eight hours In service. 
Men on 9 


and ID hour jobs will work the same 
hours they now put in but will re- 
ceive an increase in wages, which Is 
estimated to be $1.15 per day for 
those now receiving the lowest rate 
with grewer amounts proportionate- 
ly for those who are employed at 
higher wage rates. In addition a gen- 
eral increase in wages granted will 
b" made retroactive to September 1 
for the benefit of all maintenance 
workers who are held to service.

2—Opposition to certain features of 


the Taraffa bill for the consolidation 
of the Cuban railways 


3—Demands for general improve- 


ment In government. 


This program coincides exactly with 
that put forward by 
Ambassador 


Crowder as the representative of the 
United States. 
The lottery bill in 


question has all along been opposed 
by General Crowder on the ground 
that it tended to produce widespread 
graft and political corruption. 
The 


features of the Taraffa bill to which 
the veterans association objects arc 
th« same AS those to which the Amer- 
ican 
government 
took 
exception, 


namely, those provisions 
for 
the 


closing of certain so-called private 
ports, maintained by sugar compa- 
nies, most of the stock of which as 
held by 
American 
Interests. 
The 


American concerns object to the clos- 
ing of these ports on the ground that 
it will result in the confiscation of 


illion^ of dollars worth of American 


property. The veterans arc not par- 
ticularly opposed to a consolidation 
of the railroads, which Trom many 
points of view I* desirable, but they 
<Jo object to the closing ol the pri- 
vate ports

ing to the fact that every revolution 
m the island since 185S has had its 
beginning here. It is one of the rich- 
est of the provinces, with- a heavy 
sugar production, and in addition la 
far distant 
from 
the 
capital, and 


therefore has always been more or 
less free from restraint. An uprising 
in this province at this time, Juat 
when the cutting season is about to 
begin, would seriously interfere with 
the gathering of the sugar crop, the 
loss of which would undoubtedly be 
felt in the United States, the principal 
Cuban market. 


The Cuban military force, which 


would be available to President Za- 
yas to use against revolutionists con- 
sists of the regular army and the 
rural guard, numbering 10,000 men 
all told. 


The exact strength of the veterans 


organization, numerically speaking la 
not known. At the close of the Span- 
ish-American 
war the organization 


had 50.000 members. 
The influence 


of the organization, however, is not 
to be counted by mere numbers. 
While most of its members are men 
well advanced in years, they are aa 
a general rule among the most sub- 
stantial citizens of Cuba, the major* 
ity of them being doctors, lawyer*, 
land holders, or capitalists. 


At present the veterans are -being 


led by General Garcia Velez. son of 
the late General GaJixto Garcia of 
fame as a. leader in the war of Inde- 
pendence. 
General Garcia Velex is 


at present Cuban minister to London, 
but is now in Cuba on leave of ab- 
sence. He has been mentioned as a 
possible candidate for the presidency 
to succeed Zayas. with assurance of 
the support of the veterans, but to 
date has not announced himself as a 
candidate. In addition to his personal 
popularity, he has a great influence 
In Cuban affairs due to the great 
tradition surrounding the memory of 
his father.

bush last May 3, together with the 
appearance on the stand of Larkin 


Garrett, jointly indicted with, his- 
brother for the Pierce killing, were 
the high spots of the third- day of 
the trial, most of which was given 
over to defense witnesses. Special 
emphasis was laid on the testimony 
concerning the minister's connection 
with the Chandler shooting as, it is 
the defense claim that that affair led 
directly to the light in which Rev. 
Mr. Pierce 
-was shot to 
death a 


month later. 


Much of the testimony concerning 


the Chandler shooting had been given 
before and other than the statements 
attributed to Mr. Pierce by witnesses 
•who had 
not 
previously appeared. 


The only sensational 
feature came 
during the testimony of Judge W. !VI 
Smith, commonwealth's attorney for 
Cumberland county, 
called 
by the 


court. 
During cross examination by 
the defense. Judge Smith stated that 
shortly before the tragedy, he had 
gone to Mr. Pierce and advised him 
that "if he did 
not let up in his 


criticisms of the Garretts he would 
have trouble -with them". 


Previously, he said, R- O. Garrett 
had come to him. and asked what he, 
Garrett, could do to stop Pierce from 
talking 
about 
them, the 
Garrett 


brothers. He told Garrett, he said, to 
do nothing and he would talk to, the 
minister. 


All told, nine •witnesses took the 


stand for the defense today and in 
addition the testimony of Dr. A. I. 
Dodson. who attended R. O. Garrett 
at a Richmond hospital after he had 
been shot, was read to the jury as 
given at the trial last month of L. 
C. Garrett. The cross" examination of 
Judge Smith, 
begun 
yesterday, in 
which the prosecution sought break 
down his testimony given formally 


to tell you that" 
Mr Smith said he had told Com- 


monwealth's Attorney Smith and his 
brother, the county treasurer, about

Chandler, the victim of the, am- 
bush shooting May 3, repeated the 
story by Mr. Pierce who said he had 
never before seen.

O- Garrett's back. He described the 
course of the bullet^and said that had 
It not been deflected l>y a bone it 
would have proved fatal 
The surg- 


eon stated that if the principals in 
the shooting were standing as the de- 
fense claims they were at the time 
of the shooting it would have been 
impossible for Larkin Garrett to have 
shot his brother in the place the bul- 
let struck 
The direct examination of Larkin 
Garrett was brief, compared to the 
extensive cross examination conduct- 
ed later by Acting1- Commonwealth's 
Attorney Milton P. Boni^ant. 
The younger Garrett stated that he 


had not known about the Chandler 
affidavit until a few minutes prior to 
the visit to the Pierce home on the 
morning of the tragedy—ftiat as soon 
as his brother showed him the paper 
it occuried to them both to ask Mr.

BURTON REDD IS 


SLIGHTLY HURT 
IN CAR ACCIDENT 


Burton Redd was slightly injured 
yesterday afternoon in an automobile 
accident on the Roldsvllle road when 
a car driven by u negro ran into his 
auto. In the car with Mr. Redd were 
hla wife arid his aunt, Mrs. Goodloe, 
of Washington. The accident happen- 
ed at Collins' Granite Quarry. Mr. 
Redd lives near the city on the Mar- 
tlnsvlllo road. 
•— 
Mr. Redd was proceeding toward 
Danville when he reached the quarry 
where he was flagged down by a 
worker because a blast was about to 
be shot. Just behind Mr. Redd's car 
was a car in which three negroes 
were riding, the machine being driven 
by a negro named Baker. This car 
was also flagged, but through eare- 
lessness the negro overlooked 
the 
signal and came on at considerable 
speed. Mr. Redd had stopped his car, 
when the car behind him ran into his 
machine with considerable 
force, 
throwing him against the steering 
wheel and wrenching his neck. 
After the accident the negro ad- 
mitted that he was at fault and ptat- 
ed that he was willing to payl for any 
damages. A warrant waa sworn out 
for hie arrest and a hearing will bo 
held in the North Carolina court. 
Mr. Redd came on to Danville 
where he was given medical atten. 
tlon. An examination showed that 
his neck had been twisted by 
the 
force of the blow which had thrown 
him against the steering wheel, but 
that his injury was not serious. The

Mighty Ship Is 


Added To Ranks 


American Navy 


(By The Associated Pres*) 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 80.—The ad- 


dition of tho battleship Colorado, 
which was commissioned at Camden, 
New Jersey, today, to the United. 
States battle fleet once more iflaces 
the navy 'in undisputed possession of 
that trophy at marine construction, 
"the most powerful fighting1 machine 
afloat." 
Naval engineers of the principal 


maritime powers practically without 
exception have conceded that the »fl.- 
000-ton, 21 knot monster, electrically 
equipped throughout and with the 
ability.to toss eight tons of metal and 
explosives 34.500 yards. IB without an 
equal on any,of the seven seas. 


Formal acceptance of the Colorado 


by the Navy Department today marks 
the end of the work of rounding out 
the first line of the United States bat- 
tle fleet as allotted by the flve power 
treaty. During the next eight years 
—until 1S31—no keel will be laid in 
any American yard for a first class 
naval ship. In that year work will 
be begun on ships to replace three of 
the present fleet. 
The new Queen of the Seas la de- 


scribed in marine circles as "a vast 
experimental laboratory?' 
The most 


advanced designs in ship equipment 
of every sort have have been install- 
ed, from her huge propelling motors 
to the dainty electric potato ' peelers 
in .the galley. 
These will be tested 


arduously and the results placed at 
the disposal of American shipbuilders 
for their guidance in building the na- 
tional merchant marine and the fu- 
ture navy. 
Authorized in the navy bill of 1916, 


the Colorado was constructed at the 
Camden yards of the New York Ship- 
building Company on a "cost plus 
fee" 
basis which brought her total 


cost to $27,000,000. Her main offen- 
sive armament comprises eight 16- 
inch guns, the largest permitted un- 
der 
the • Washington 
convention 


treaty, mounted in four turrets. To 
make these terrifically effective, there 
is a system, of fire control declared to 
be superior to any yet empla.ced- eith- 
er at sea or on land. The, main, con- 
trol station is located at the top of 
one of the 140-foot cage masts, with 
several duplicate stations in more 
protected parts of the ship for use if 
the mast-is shot away in action. Pre- 
liminary tests of the control resulted 
in the statement by naval gunners that 
the Colorado's entire broadside can 
be released in less than one minute 
after the eifemy's position is reported 
by the accompanying air force. 


The defensive equipment also in- 


cludes many innovations devised from 
study of the Battle of Jutland, which 
has "come to be the epoch-date for 
naval construction.

ments will decrease to the minimum

APATHY AXD THE LAW 


The expression on the question of 


law enforcement presented in a re- 
port on this subject by a special com- 
mittee to the merican Bar Associa- 
tion now in session in Minneapolis 
is one which will receiie thoughtful 
consideration among the people of 
this country at a time when serious 
thought Is being given to obedience 
to the law or the growing lack of it 
which seems manifestly to be the case. 
The meat of the report is contained 
in the following two paragraphs: 


"Behind every defect in the 
en- 


forcement of our laws, more danger- 
ous than any other factor in account- 
ing for the number of crimes com- 
mitted in the country, is the apathy 
and 
indifference 
of the 
American 


peope. 


"The hrst great work to be accom- 


plished in bnrging about a better en- 
forcement of law must be the awak- 
ening oi the public to a clear sense of 
the situation and of their responsibil- 
ity for it. Improvement in our laws 
can accomplish little unless accom- 
panied bj a determination on the part, 
of our citizens to have those laws 
enforced " 


That "apathy and indifference of 


the American people" is responsible 
far man} of the existent evils of today 
and certainly in no greater instance 
tb.a in the matter of law enforcement 
The same indifference complained of 
is no: confined to obedience of the 
law—it iS respons. ~>le for the very 
character of the laws so multitudi- 
nous and so frequently complained 
of. Just as long as indifference and 
the failure to meet responsibility is 
ghown on the part of the electorate 
which settles the choice of the men 
who nuke the lii\s it will be reflect- 
ed in even larger measure as result 
of the character of the laws which 
are thrust upon the people who have 
themselves to blame.

Law To Regulate 


Use of Labels To 


Protect Public 


(By The Associated Press.) 


MIXXEAPOLIS. Aug. 30.—Uniform 


state i&ws framed to punish those 
guilty o' actual fraud In the use of 
marks or other labels describing mer- 
chandise, were recommended to the 
convention of the American Bar As- 
sociation today by its committee on 
commerce, 
trade 
and 
commercial 
law. 


"While we already have some state 


and federal laws relating to the sale 
<Jf oleomargarine and cold storage 
foods, your committee is of the opin- 
ion that the matter is one -which can 
best be dealt with by uniform state 
laws, framed to punish those guilty 
of actual frawd," said the report- "A 
federal statute regulating the use of 
marks or labels, if enacted, most be 
confined in its operations- to inter- 
state and foreign commerce, and must 
leave the very large field of Interstate 
business entirely unregulated. 
"It Is now well settle dlaw that 
any merchant -who seeks relief in 
equity for the infringement of his 
trademarks mast come Into court with 
clean hands. If he is using deceptive 
labels or making false statements In 
his description of his good?, the 
court will refuse to grant >iim relief, 
even tnoagh the party complained ol 
3s gaiaty of Snfringement- 
"Farthermore. 
there '-are 
manj 
trade names and marks in common 
use whScJi are not conformable to the 
truth, and yet no one Is deceived by 
their use. For example 'Panama 
hats'* seldom come from Panama- 
The word 'silk' is very loosely nsed. 
The wholesale dealers are not de- 
ceived. 
They do not require any 
statute to* protect them. 
Consumers 


sometimes are misled by retail deal- 
ers, and It may be desirable to have 
some legislation for their protection.*'

against Edmunds Hospital, Inc., and 
Drs. Julian M. Robinson and L. O. 
Grumpier, has been filed in the .office 
of 
the clerk of the United States 


Court, also the grounds of defense by 
counsel for the defendants. The civil 
action will be docketed at the court 
session which is to begin on Septem- 
ber ,17th. The suit is the result of 
the death of Mrs. Kirks five days af- 
ter she had been admitted to the in- 
stitution where she underwent an im- 
mediate operation for appendicitis in 
the 
hope that her ~~'life might 
be 
spared. 
The lengthy declaration filed by 
counsel for the plaintiff alleges neg- 
ligence in treatment, it being set 
forth that Dr. Julian Robinson left 
th,e city following the operation and 
returned a few days before she died. 
The groun'ds of Defense are 
two 


fold, that the action was not insti- 
tuted within a year from the date of 
the aHeged cause lor acion and that 
the plaintiff being an administrator, 
deriving his authority solely from the 
courts of North Carolina, that he is 
without power to sue in the Virginia 
courts. A number of cases sustaining 
the latter contention and cited from 
the Supreme Court records of several 
States are cited. One of these is that 
of Hall against the Southern Railway, 
Hall being a Danville man, who, the 
North Carolina Supreme Court held, 
was not permitted to sue lor wrong-

The allegation that 
Dr. Robinson left the city and the in- 
nuendo that in so doing was negligent 
will be met )-y the assertion that the 
physician ~<ant to Montreal, N. C., to 
visit his wife ancl child and that the 
Kirks case was left in\ charge of his 
co-worker, Dr'. Grumpier, who had

post operative treatment for several 
years past. Since the statement made 
by a member of counsel for the plain- 
tiff that the case was one involving 
malpractice there has been some 
speculation as to what definite alle- 
gation would be made.

If the -cloth 
has not been sponged when purchased it should be sent to .1 tailor, or 
may b esponged at home by placing it beiween two wet cloths, rolled 
up and allowed to stand for several hours until It has absorbed con- 
siderable icolstnre from the wet cloths, then pressed on the wrong side 
until dry. 


Before removing the paper pattern from the cloth after rutting. 


the centre lines, notches, markings for pocket*;, pleats, seams, etc., must 
be chalked and, for this purpose, tailor chalk is used. Then remove 
the paper pattern, and mark the chalk markings with tailor bastmg 
stitches, as illustrated. For this basting a Song double thread iso used; 
small basting stitches with very Ions loops of thread between the 
stitches are placed through the two thicknesses of cloth. The two 
thicknesses are carefully pulled apart, and the bastings cat, -with the 
result tnat the markings are exactly tlie same on the raght and the left 
band sides of the garment.
